3o Alfredo Vera Vera, a guest speaker and special representativo of the Partido 
Comunista del Ecuador (FCE), gave a long speech in which he stated that 
Guevara could be expected to attempt to estabüsh a dictatorship and that, 
in order to salvage the reían anta of democraoy in Ecuador, it was necessary 
to prepara plans fbr a series of strikes and other activities in opposition 
to Guevara» Vera Vera stated that, although Guevara was fully aware of the 
Communist-Soeialist intention of sabotaging his administration, it would 
be impos sible for him to prevent this sabotage without discharging many 
municipal workers; and if he did this, the resulting strikes, disquiet, and 
propaganda against Guevara and his administration would play right into 
the hands of his enemies.
